River was never a very large one, there being no appearance of it's ever 
being ſo, ſhew me clearly thar this was not the Ford that gave the City it's 
Name, but only a convenient Paſſage for the Inhabitants of that Part of it, 


the Caſtle, for ſo I may venture to call it in ſtrict Speaking, was certainly 
built in the midle of the preſent Intrenehment, and whither it received it's 


Name, from the Red Colour of the Bricks it might be adorned with, or 
whither it is more properly Rede- Caſtle, from it's being fituated by a low 


aer that abounded with Reeds, (to which the Situation. correſponds) | 


I can not determine; but certain I am, that it was ſtanding long ſince, 
either the Lime of the Romans or Danes, as I am convinced, by what Mr, 
Thomas Martin, the curious Searcher of the Antiquities: of this Place found, 
when lie dug here, viz- the Foundations of Buildings, and a large Stone 
Ooffin, with a perfect Sceleton in it, the Form ot which, Reſembling 
timt of the common Stone Coffins that we find, is a plain Indication, that it 


was buried ſince thoſe Times, the Romans never uſing any, bur direct Cheſts, 


without any other Shape, to bury in, if they buried any Bodies in Coffius at 
all, &hich I much doubt, the Sarcophagus (as L think) was not a Coffin, to 


Dury che Body io, (as ſome would have it) but af Dr. Aohote in bis Picti, 


onary. rightly explains it, twas, Loculus, in quo Caro Defuncti conſumitur, 
the 5 #5 or Coffin, that the Body was conſum'd or burn'd in; and indeed I 
| believe, that ſuch Stone Cheſts as are ſometimes, but rarely found, were not 
uſed by the Romans, as many imagine, but rather by the Danes, after the 

ad got Footing in this Iſle, and what induoes me to think ſo is, becauſt 
what few. have been found of that Make, are in ſuch Places where tis well 
known they ; had ſetled themſelves, now this being of the common Shape, 
we mult infer, that it was buried in the Chapel Within“ the Caſtle Walls, 
(which was a very ſmall one, as the Foundations ſhew: us) fince the Time, 
not only of the Romans, but the Danes alſo. Tho' I am apt to conclude, 

that in this very Place, before the Light of the Goſpel ſhane here, there ha 
been ſome Religious Rights paid to the Heathen Gods by way of Sacrifice, 
as the many Bones of Beaſts, which were found three Feet deeper than the 
Coffin, diſcover. to us. I am very ſenſible, it muſt ſeem ſtrange to moſt 
People, that there ſhould be no Remains of the Walls of this Caſtle above 
Ground, or that there ſhould be no Memorial left of the Time, when it was 
thus leyell'd. All this may be, but if I may. give a gueſs at the Reaſon of 
It, it will not only ſhew us, why there are no Walls left, but alſo when they 
were thus deſtroyed, and then, conſidering the Time, I believe, moſt Peo- 
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ple will wonder that the Hills themſelves ſhould- not have been'as much 
decay'd and ploughed down, as tlioſe of the other Caftle are, conſidering 
there was nothing to hinder it. Indeed I am apt to think, the other 

Fortreſs had a Caſtle in it as well as this, efpecially conſidering, it was 
the Capital one, but it ly ing more expoſed by the great Paſſage, might fot 
that Reaſon be ſooner taken away and levelbd by degrees than this; but 
J don't take that to have been the Reaſon why they were entirely demo- 
liſhed, nor why there are ſo little Remains of any Ruins, upon the Patt 
where this ancient City ſtood, but rather the following one; Ned Caſtle, be- 
longed to and ſtood in, the Fee of the Earl Jarren, Who in King Seephin's | 
Time, founded the Canons of the Order of the Holy Sepulchre, Le lircle 
diſtance North Eaſt of this Caſtle, and I imagine, 'eatirely; demoliſhed! it 
with what ever elſe he found in decay, (as moſt of that End of the Town 
muſt then be) to build the Great Church, Manſion, and other convenient 
Buildings, for the Canons that he. placed there, and in like Mariner L ſup- 
poſe the other Caſtle was entirely levelPd, by the Abbot of Bury, to build 
the Church, Manſion, and other Houſes, for the Religious of His Founda- 

tion, which he placed cloſe by the Eaſt Side of that Fortteſs,' Where the 

| Place now ſtands. I may add alſo that tis not unlikely, when this Part de. 

caayed, by the Towns paſſing the River, but that the Biſhop's Manſion, 

ö and the Cathedral Church of the Holy Trinity, with other Pariſh Churches, 

Chapels, and Religious Places, might be built out of them, this being the 

r only way, that I can account for there being no Ruins to be ſeen, of any 

Buildings at all, that exceed the Conqueſt.

Army in the firſt Encounter he met with, upon which, leaving ſome of the

the Engliſb Hoſt, crying to them, that they ſhould fo for their King was ſlain, 
and that was his Head ; but Edmund adviſed of this Senate quickly got 

him to the high Ground, and convinced his Soldiers of that untruth, and 
ſo kept the Field, but was ſo unwiſe as to excuſe Edric's Fact, upon his

Commonalty of Thetford, due to the Exchequer, for the Annual Farm of 
the Lete, or View of Frankpleage, of all the Inhabitants in the Burgh. This 
Town is always reckoned as part of Shropham- Hundred, ever ſince Ea. III. 
Time, in all Taxations, and uſed to raiſe their Train'd-Bands, as in that 
Hundred, and before 1664, they paid all Duties, King's Taxes, E9:. as one 
Body, to Norfolk, the greater Part of the Burgh being in that County, but 
ſince, the one Part is taxed as in Lackford Hundred in Saffolt, and the other as 
in Shropham Hundred in Norf. It was a Burgh by Preſcription only till the 
firſt Royal Charter, which was granted to this Town by Queen Elizabeth, 
and bears date at Gorambary the 12th of March, in the 16th Year of her Reign 
1573.
